Washinoton, March 6.— The lilver 
•ad tariff qsMtiona, the •nti'optioiu 
bai uid the rednotion of spproinritttioiui 
were the leading toirfoi of oonafderatloa 
by the Fifty-second congress, which 
t'xiiired by limitation ^t 12 o'clock noon 
Saturdny. Secondary only in import- 
ante to these mutters were measures re- 
lating to the world's fair, equipment of 
lallroida irith anlUMtio car couplers, 
nattonal qsMrantiiia and inunlftatioa, 
Behring sea and Eawaiiaa aanaatton. 

Nothing of aa siBmiatiTe nature ex- 
cept to prevent two Items in the Mo- 
Kinley bill taking effect was actually 
accomplished. So far as respects silver; 
the tariff or anti-options, the action 
taken on each of these questions in one 
branch df congress, being negatived by 
the action or non-action of the other 
branch. The result of the agitation for 
the necessity for a retrenchment of ex- 
penditures U n6t apparent in any con- 
nderable change in the aggregate ap- 
propriations carried by the national 
supply bills, for they amount to about 
as much as in the Fifty-first congress. 

The present session of congress enact- 
ed some laws making large reduotions 
in the appropriation of the Fifty-first 
oongreaa, which otherwise wo«ld have 
been made, while the decreases which it 
was possible to effect were ofbet b^ in- 
creased aupropriations for pensions, 
rivers and harbors. The conditions of 
the publitf treasury, however, though it 
did not result in the Fifty-eeoond con- 
gress, getting below the billion dollar 
Bmit. undoubtedly influenced legisla- 
tion to a considerable extent and pre- 
TWktad Ite antharisation of many pro- 
poaed new expenditures for improve- 
aunts of the public service for public 
taUdings, for paymtat of daims and 
for other purposes. A notable instance 
of the operation of this influence is seen 
in the fact that not a single pnUio 
building bill passed the house, uid it 
was only by putting a number of them 
on the Buncuy civil appropriation bill 
that •'any authorisationa wbatevar for 
public buildings were. secured. 

The silver qnestico was kept steadily 
before the attention of congress by the 
alternate efforts of the advocates of free 
ooinaga and the rneal of the Staarman 
law. TIm ooiaaga oominittaa of the 
•lunise in tlie flrat ssHioo reported a ftee 
diver UU, which, after an exciting de- 
bate, was Bsvad from defeat by the cast- 
tag rota of the sneaker, bat was after- 
wwd fiHbaHterea to death, the frieads 
of the Ull failing to secure the signa- 
tnrys of a majority of the Democrats to 
a petition audng for a cloture rule in 
Its oehalf. The senate then passed a 
Craa ooiaaga bill, but whan tbe tree sil 
T«r man renewed their fight in the 
boose tiiay were ontnnmbered 14 
rotes and of ooonw failed. The aati- 
■Over mea met a siaiilar fate in their 
efforts to secure a repeal of the preeent 
law, the aanate rafuduff, by a decisive 
vote, to consider it, ana the house till 
iag the Audxew-Oate bill bgr dedining 
to vote so aa to give its friends the par- 
liamentary right to move cloture on it, 
witbont which it concededly could 
aerer be forced to a vote in th«^ closing 
BOnra of emtgrese. 

. On the tariff the dominant party in 
the house adopted a policy of attacking 
the McEinley bill in detail. largely for 
political reasons, and partly for the 
reason of the political complexion of 
the senate, it being praottcauy out of 
the question to pass a general tariff 
revision bill throngh the senate, while 
ipaoial measures might stand some 
■now of passage. The result was ths 
•naotment'into law of two bills, placing

Other separate bills were pafMied through

The antomatic car coupler bill, shorn 
of its draatto features, was enaoted into 
law, as was also a nattonal quarantins 
bUl increasing the powers of tne marine 
hospital service to meet the threatened 
dangen of cholera, and an immigration 
lawlmpoaing additional reatriottons on 
ifluniipnktlon, bot not loapendiBf it on- 
tixaly. 



.Tfie senate averted trouble over the 
Behring sea flsheries by a treaty of ar- 
bitration. It also ratified extradition 
treaties with Ho84a and otbar coun- 
triea, but stffll baa .blfora it a ttraaty of 
annexatloB of the Biraraiian Idands. 

The opening, of the Cherokee outlet 
was provided for in the Indian bill un- 
der a clauae a ppropriating 18,296,000 for 
its purobasa from the uidians, $295,000 
to be in cash and |8,000,000 in five equal 
annual installments. 

Approximately. 425 boose and 2.*>5 
senate bills and joint resolntionB bo- 
cama laws, aaldag MO acta pot on the 
statna boola aa tba iMOlt of the work of 
oongwas. A majad^ of these meaenn-H 
were of interest only to individuals ur 
looalitiea, beiag for the relief of citizens, 
for the bridging of streams, for the Dis- 
trict of Ckdnmbla, for rights of way, etc.

The house passed in round nnmbera 
ess bills, of which SOD failed of passage 
in the senate, and in the neighborhood 
of 825 Ulls passed by the senate faUed 
in the bouse, iaolodiag a long list of 
pubUc buildlnf bQls, many private pen- 
sion bills aad other measnree iavdving 
laoraaaed expeaditoree. Three .billH 
were vetoed by the preaideat, vis: To 
reftor the MoGarraban daim to the 
court of claims (a seecAid MoGhffrahan 
bill failing of action in the bouse); to 
amend the oonrt of appeals act, and in 
relation to nmrshalii in the United 
Btatea in Alabama. This laRt Mil Ha. 
oama a law byjassage over the veto. 
Senator Heard (BmOniBlInf that tt had 
been vetoed throngh a misnndatatand- 
ing of its provisions. 

The president subjected three bills to 
a "pocket" veto, and two otber bills 
failed of engrossment in tinm for pre- 
sentation to ntan.> All were of compar- 
atively amaU importance. 

The pension and oansoa dBoea, the 
whisky trust, Panama canal aad nniflc 
Mail company, the Watson-Cobb 
charges, the Plnkerton system and 
Homestead tronUas, and the Maverick 
and Spring Gkirdan bank fidlures, and 
the £llis island immigration station 
were investigated by congressioasl 
committees, bat noUiing cama of the 
reports snbmitted.

transporters; appropriating |50,000 for 
the preparation of a site and erection of 
a pedestal for the Sherman statue; to 
establish a military board to review 
court-martial findings; for the ezamin 
ation of ofBcerri of theJS marine corps 
and to regulate promotions therein; for 
the completion of allotment of lands to 
the Cheyennes and Arapahoes; to make 
the secretary of agriculture eligible to 
the presidential succession; to authori;ie 
the establishment of a branch national 
bank on the world's fair grotmds; to 
treat the California mining debris com 
mission; tbe poor nnitors bill; to repeol 
the life^aving projectile law so far as 
it concerns veesels navigating lakes, 
bays or sounds exclusively; to 
enable the centennial board of 
finance to wind up its affairs; to in-

The senate pa.ssed on two election 
contests in favor of Bitting members, 
Duboi.s of Idaho and ('all of Florida, 
tho contestants beintt Claggett and Dl^ 
vidson respectively. The liouse un- 
seated Stewart, tho Kejinhlican sitting 
member from a Pennsylvania district, 
and gave the place to C-'raig. In the 
Koyes-Rockwell contest from New York 
it refused to follow the recommenda- 
tions of the elections committee, that 
Ro<rkwell, the Demoinatic sitting mem- 
ber be unseated and by a miijority vote 
connrmed itockweii s title. In the 
cfLses of McDuftie vs. Tur]iiii from Ala- 
bama: Reyolds vs. Shonk and Grevy vs. 
Scull from Pennsvlvauia, and Miller vs. 
Elliott from Sonth Oaroiina. tba aleo- 

tions committaa raporlsd hi CaTor of 
the sitting members. 

Among the senate bills not hereto- 
fore mentioned which failed in the 
house, were tbe following: Authorizing 
tbe secretary of tne navy to transport 
contributions to the Russian famine 
sufferers; extending tha free delivery of 
mails to small towns; to inerease the 
pension for loss of limb, also in certain 
cases of deafness; to establish a marine 
board /or the advancement of the inter- 
ests of the merchant murine; for a 
uniformed standard of dassiflcation of 
grains; authorising surveys for ship 
canals to conneot Lake Erie and 
the Ohio river aad Philadelphia 
and New York; severid maritime 
bills to carry out recommendations of 
the maritime conference to exempt 
American coasting sailing vessels from 
state oiompulsory pilotage fees; a 
Mississippi river levee bill; to reorganize 
thei artiillery and infantry services; 
declaring phosphate lands to be min- 
eral; to reclassify the salaries of rail- 
way postal clerks; to create a national 
bignway commission (a good roads 
bifl); to exempt veterans from competi- 
tive examinations in the clasnfied 
service. 

Among the house bills not previously 
mentioned, which failed to pass the 
senate, were the following: For the 
admission of New Mexico and Arixona 
to statehood; the New York and New 
Jersey bridge bilkto provide a local 
government for Utah; to correct a 
clerical error in the McKinley bill; 
making chocolate dutiable as confec- 
tionary; to promote the safety of na- 
tional banks by forbidding loans to 
bank employee (failed in conference, 
tbe senate tacking on an amendment to 
Mrmit national banks to issue circula- 
tion to tbe full par value of b<mds de- 
posited); to define and ptmish black- 
mailing, forbidding discrimination 
against the evidence of witnesses 
on account of want of official 
rank in applications for pensions, 
several bills amending the court fee 
system ; for the relief of settlers on nn- 
surveyed government lands lying with- 
in G<»tain railroad grants: to regulate 
tbe education and oltisenship of In- 
dia'^.a; to establish lineal promotions in 
the army (failed in conference): abolish- 
ing the minimum punishments in in- 
ternal revenue cases; making citisens of 
Indians 21 years old who have attended 
government schools for 10 years; to 
give claimants for pension or other 
army claim and their attorneys the 
right to examine all papers in tlunr case 
on file in the department. 

Manv othor measures of importance 
failed to get the indorsnnent of either 
house, induding bills for the creation 
of a sub-treasury system ; for an exteu 
dve system of fortifloations; for a uni 
form system of bankruptcv; for the ta.^' 
ation <^ federal notes and the repeal of 
tbe tax on state banks; to trabuer the 
revenue cutter service to tbe navy de- 
partment; for an alcoholio liquor com- 
mission; constitutional amendments 
making tbe president inaligiUa tore- 
election; changing the time of meeting 
of congress, and for woman Buffra«^e; 
an Irrigation and arid lands Ull; the 
Nicaragua canal bill; to permit railroad 
pooling (beaten on a test vote); to estab- 
lish postal savings banks; for an income 
tax; to refund the cotton tax; to repeal 
tba mailabip subsidy act; to repeal the 
federal election laws.

CAR C OUPLINQ LAW. 

Ob* of tba Acta of Mr. Harrlion 

Wui to KIzii TliHt Maitiinrf, 

Washixoton, March 6. — The cnr 
cotipling bill has become a iaw. It t^ves 
the railroad i;ompaniea till ISOtt to adopt 
some kind of a uniform coupling which 
will act automatically and preserve the 
lives and limbs of brakemen and other 
employes who are now compelled to g ) 
between cars when eonpling and un- 
coupling them. 

When Mr. Harrison had signed the 
measure he laid aside the pen with 
which he bad afBxed bis signature «ad 
said it should be given to Sacretwry 
Mcaeley of the interstate commerce 
commission, who has shown great in- 
terest in the bill aad rendered service 
in bringing about its final adoption. 
There was quite a contest for tbe pen, 
railroadmen in IndianapoUs, GhiMgo 
and other placee claiming it. 

"TbiaUw," said the president when 
ba laid down bis pan, 'is not what I 
wanted, bnt it is a Btep in tha direction 
of needed reform. It doea aot go far 
enough, and is act raflkdeat ia details 
yet it will inaugnrata aa improvement 
which will finally result properly. It 
will aataUish the general naa of an au- 
tomatic coupling, compelling all inter- 
state roads to adopt it, and inU enerxize 
ganioa so that a more perfect ooopung 
will be finally brought Into nsa. 

"The povisions of tba law are reason- 
able, not onerous upon tba roads, and 
at tbe aame time it is snffldantiy defi- 
nite to insure some kind of a coupling 
in tbe time spedfled. I have been agi- 
tating a bill of this character fbr manv 
veam. Long before my name was used 
in oonnectlon with the presidency 1 
advocatM a law by congrees 
requiring the use of a uniform 
eu coupling. I have recommended 
it in scores of speeches, in my inaugu- 
ral addreM, and in all the meesages I 
have sent to Congress. I can assure 
von it is a great pleasure to me, even at 
this lata dav bi my adminlktration, to 
oacomalaw."

The flpeolBl S«Mlon M»r Prove of More 
Importanco Than Itanal. 

Washington, March fi.— The senate 
of the Fifty-third Congress will re- 
a.ssemble in special session to-day at 
noon. Usually these special sessions 
are prefunctory and formal, the busi 
ness being confined to ihp reception of 
nominations from the president, be- 
ginning with the cabinet nominations 
and winding up when tbe places within 
the gift of the chief executive which 
are of the first grade of importance, 
such as the heads of the principal 
bureaus of the governmental service 
and the foreign ministrys are filled. 

But, because of the peculiar condition 
of affairs, so far as tne composition of 
the senate itself is concerned, with the 
doubtful standing of the senators who 
bold appointments from tbe governors 
of their states instead of credentials of 
elections by the leg'slatmrea, and fur- 
ther because of the announced inten 
tiou of Senator Stewart of Nevada to 
precipitate a silver discussion by the 
introduction of a raadntion of inouiry 
directed to the new secretary of the 
treasury, it may be that this special ses 
sion will assume such a degree of im- 
portance and excite such popular in- 
terest as never before seen in such cases. 

As there is no lack of candidates for 
tbe highly desirable places within the 
dlspoaniou of the majority of the sen- 
ate in both the committee assignments 
and the appointments pertaining to tbe 
offices of the secretary of senate and 
tbe sergeant-at-arms, some Uvey cou' 
tests may be expected. 

HAND-70-HAND CONFLICT. 

Rarolver iiii.l Knll« I'niMl With Trobably 
KatHl Ki.<tiiIiH. 

Sed.^lia, Mo., March tt.— A hand-to- 
hand strnggle for life took place Satur 
day afternoon in one of the offices on 
tho second floor in tba Uidon depot, 
The contestants were two young men, 
W. H. Hogg, a clerk in the office of H. 
H. Clark, superintendent of the Mis- 
souri Pacific, and P. H. Haley, a com- 
mercial traveler, whose home is in Chil 
licothe, Ma The men repaired to a 
vacant room. Haley charged Hogg 
with criminal intimacy with Mrs 
Haley. Hogg denied tbe charges, and 
hot words followed, when Haley drew a 
revolver and tried to shoot Hogg. A 
desperate struggle followed, but Hogg 
finally wrcstoa the revolver from 
Haley's hand and used the butt end as a 
weapon of defense. 

Haley obtained poeseasion of the 
weapon again and fired at Hogg, who 
plunged through a window and fell a 
distance of 25 feet to the ground. 
When picked up he was unconscious 
and batned in blood from five longscalp 
^wounds. His right hip was broken and 
he had suffered concus<9ion of the brain 
by the fall. Halev'a wife was a former 
society belle. Haley is about 2.') years 
of age and his father. Rev. T. P. Haley, 
was formerly the pastor of a Kansas 
City chur ch. Hogg will proba bly die.

Washinoton, March 6.— Tliere was 
but little outward Indicaton yesterday 
of the quiet and sanctity which ara 
oonsiderod as attribntea to tbe ortbodoK 
Sabbath. Tbe enthusiasm aroused by 
the qnadriannial revolution, peculiar 
only to the American republic, con- 
tinned with some triflns diminution 
throngbont the night. xTone of the 
visitors went home, except those wbo 
were impelled to that step by neoeesity. 

Whan tha asriooa work of inducting a 
new administration into office was com- 
pleted tbe reatraint of discipline was re- 
moved, and tba bcata of good natured 
visitors wbo bava bodilv captured tbe 
federal capital, proceeded to ooasolt 
tbair paiaoaal prefereaoea aa to tha 
ways and means of enjoyment.

The scene there beg- 
gars description. Ruin and dovjista- 
tioD mark the tornado's deadly march. 
Where once stood happy honMsaoir 
nothing remains sare, pwhapi, * fair 

■tray pieces of timhor. 

The tornado struck Marion at 0 p. m 
traveling southwest to northeast. The 
main track was 800 yards wide, and 
•Terjrthing in its path was swept away, 
the wreckage of houses being scattered 
for miles along its coarse. Tliat the 
Ion of life was not great ia something 
wonderful. The tornado fortunately 
struck only the northern portion of the 
town, whioli WM toot ipandj popn- 
lated. 

The places of the f ollowintr named per- 
sons were destroyed: M. D. Haasel, J. 
Harrison, Limself and wife badly in- 
jured; George Nailers, was severely 
injnred, and Mrs. Wliite, his mother- 
in-law, hadly hart; Mrs. Ifahons, Mrs. 
.Bametts, Mrs. Meader- aha and bar 
daughter both killed. 

Several other houses en the ontsldrts 
of town were blown down. lialf a mile 
of telegraph poles were blown down. 
Settlements of negro cabins were de- 
stroyed, but no one seriously injured. 
MoSatXt colored, had his house de- 
atroyed. A. DonsiBson*a place, Are 
miles from Marion, was ruined, and he 
and his mother severely wounded. The 
residences of Allen Scott, Ben Banos 
and Sam (Jray were di stroyod. 

At the Kenting place, a mile west of 
Toomsnba a negro settlement was al- 
most completely destroyed. 

At Toomsnba 40 out of 48 houses 
were blown down. Several people were 
injured but no one was killed. A short 
distance ti um tlu' villa^'e tlie tornado 
blew down ilie house and stable of Will- 
iam Webb, and one of his legs was 
broken. His daughter was fatally in- 
jured and his son killed. 

I'acliuta, Miss., :.'7 uiilea south of 
Meridian, on the Northeastern railroad, 
was also swept by the tornado. The 
Northeastern depot, the Baptist church, 
and A. S. Lovett's residence were de- 
stroy e<i, and .lolin Lovett, aged K), 
killed. The Methodist church and sev- 
eral stores and dwalUnga wwa badly 
damaged. 

The wind was severe in western Ala- 
bama, but no accounts of a disaster 
hmn ooma in f rom that a tata.

Atlanta, March 6.— Beportaof the 

tornadic visitation to western (Georgia, 

while not full as to details, show it to 
Lave been terriblo in its effects. Thj 
toviiailn seems to have struck the state 
near West Point, the first seiious 
trouble being at (Ireenville, the county 
seat of Merriwethcr county, where the 
destruction was terrible. 

The stori \ came u\) from the north- 
west about o'clock, demolishiiig tiie 
business portion of the town and a 
great many (hvellinj;s. Tliiity-eight 
stores and dwellin^cs arc reported to 
have been blown down, and but three 
business houses in the whole town were 
left intact, livery house was damaged 
to a greater or lesser extent. Uuly oue 
person was killed, a negro woman, but 
several wen- seriously injured. 

t)dessa. a sniall town near Greenville, 
is reported to have been completely 
aweptawav. Six persons were killed. 

At Woodbury, 10 miles east of (ireen- 
villo, houses were blown down ami irees 
uprooted, biit fortunately no lives were 
loet. About two miles from the town 
two negroes and one white child were 
killed. Many are reported to In- xtp 
oosly wounded. A heavy snow tell 
•Ibo at Woodbnrv Saturday morning. 

At Nolena, in Pike county, a church, 
academy, planing mill, two stores and 
several residences were blown down. 
Five lives were lost— a white woman, 
named Mrs. Fell, and four negroes. 
The telegraph wires are down. 

Trains coming in are delayed, and 
but meager information can be ob- 
tained frcrm points distant from the 
railroads. 

Advices received from Piedmont. 
Pike county, a few miles disUint from 
Molena, report that only two houses out 
of twenty remain standing. A lady 
named Hawkins was killed, and her 
parents badly wounded. Almost every- 
one in the town was wounded to some 
extent. It is impossible to TtHmitf the 
damage at this time. 

Many narrow escapes are reported. A 
party was being held in one house when 
a giant tree was uprooted and crashed 
through the building, splitting it into 
kindling wood, yet nobody tnere was 
hurt. A baby not a month old was car- 
ried from the house a distance of 30 
yards, and fur half an hour lay beneath 
• ton of boards, apparently uninjured. 

From Lagrange is reported great de- 
struction m the lower part of Troop 
county. The t^atb of the tornado was 
200 yards wide, and every house for 
some distance was demoUsned. Beveral 
people wera injorad, bol bom killed 
outright. 

Near Bnrnsville Mr. Andrew Reviere 
was killed and a number of others more 
«r less injnred. 

The storm passed oflf between Macon 
and Savannah, lessening in its fury. It 
seems to have gone out by the way of 
Wilainfft(n.N.O.
